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South China Trip 
Visit Is Described 
By Local Missionary

In the letter Mr. and Mrs. French 
say: 
Nodoa, Hainan Island, 
South China. 
Dear Bob and Dick: — 
Every letter to mother 
I 
keep 
thinking and saying that I'll get one 
off to you, but somehow the time 
for the next slips around without 
yours being written. 
There is too 
much for one. so before starting one 
home I’ll pretend to write a diary 
for you. 
Wednesday, May 27—tYou already 
know we are spending a m onth’s va­ 
cation in Hong Kong). 
Six o’clock 
in the morning we wakened up in 
Canton, China’s busiest, wealthiest, 
scrappiest city. A Mrs. Pommesenke, 
whom wre met at the mission con­ 
ference at Hartford, 
Conn., 
last 
June was in Honk Kong to shop 
and insisted that we 
return 
on 
Tuesday night's boat with her for 
at least a glimpse of Canton and 
the Presbyterian work there. 
Aft­ 
er those two days in bed my cold 
was nearly gone and this chance to 
see Canton was too good to miss so 
we took the ten o’clock boat, which 
arrived early the next morning. The 
ship was a river steamer, roomy, 
steady and nicely equipped. 
W hat 
a sight met our eyes as we moved 
steadily and slowly to the wharf, 
weaving in and out among the river 
traffic. 
Boats of every description 
on all sides. 
Canton is noted for 
its river population, thousands and 
thousands 
who spend 
their lives 
bobbing around on the water. 
There w'eie great, clumsy looking 
junks with high square sterns used 
for freight transportation and sea 
travel: some about the size of the 
boat Columbus sailed to the 
new 
land in. 
I can better understand 
the sailors’ threatening mutiny; the 
sea must have looked as endless as 
the sky from their toy ship.

1 house boats, ferry boats, slender ones 
! called slipper boats. 
Every one knows how to handle 
oar.s and get to their destination 
without capsizing or bumping their 
neighbor. 
It is certainly wonderful 
| what they can do with a few sticks.

midship,

enough that the handles cross and

Canton is called the Venice

on our first day as we visited the 
compound. 
The main work of the 
Presbyterian church in South China 
is in the Canton compounds scat­ 
tered through the city. 
A launch 
took us to the Truelicht School for 
Girls, where 
we 
saw 
Katherine 
Jacobson, who was one of our ship 
friends on the President Jackson 
and visited with us at Hachek last 
January. 
Another launch took us 
to the center of the town, where we 
visited the offices of the Canton 
Synod, 
directed bv Chinese, and* a 
primary school. 
We visited a few 
classes where we saw the cutest boys 
and girls as busy as could be 
and 
more orderly than lots I have seen. 
Just inside the gate is a court, 
where women were sitting around 
sewing, knitting or talking; these 
we learned 
were 
the 
children’s 
amahs, or nurse maids we would 
ray, waiting for their charges to be 
dismissed. 
The children do not go 
unattended, especially if they belong 
to im portant or well-to-do families. 
In the afternoon we visited Leing- 
han University, also directed 
by 
Chinese, assisted by foreign teach­ 
ers, and here we found the son of 
the president of Princeton Seminary 
is one of the teachers. 
His wife 
was on the boat with us and had 
heard of Arthur through her hus­ 
band, who knew Arthur at Prince­ 
ton; so she invited us to tea the 
next afternoon. 
The University is 
spread over a large area, has many 
beautiful buildings and a high edu­ 
cational standard, part of 
which 
is its departm ent of Christian in­ 
struction. 
Our hast told us something which 
is a sharp contrast to the modern 
atmosphere of the campus: at the 
entrance are stationed soldiers, part 
of the regular guard, 
to 
prevent 
kidnapping of any of the students. 
Since many of China's wealthy fam ­ 
ilies are represented on the Univer­ 
sity roll, this precaution is taken 
and there would be a big ransom in 
it for bandits who might make way 
with some of the students. 
Thursday we spent the morning 


looking over the compound where 
we were staying after lunch. 
A 
gaily painted four passenger boat, 
owned by a Christian family, took us 
to town. 
A not so gay ricksha took 
us to Hackett Medical College and 
haspital, where we had dinner with 
some others of the party of girls who 
visited us last winter. 
Interesting Trips 
Another interesting trip we 
had 
was to a school for the blind. 
A 
Miss Carpenter whom we had heard 
of through Dr. Morse, 
took 
us 
around. 
Blind students were all 
over the place, doing chores, sun­ 
ning mats, carrying water, cutting 
grass and making brooms. It makes 
a person thankful for his eyes to see 
the fumbling fingers and hesitating 
steps, but we were amazed how well 
some of the older ones took care of 
themselves and did their work. 
Those who have partial sight act 
as guides to the new pupils and to 
the totally blind. 
Miss Carpenter 
told us they try to give every one 
something to do with their hands, 
so they will learn ways of making a 
living, as well as lessons. 
Not all 
of them are 
capable 
of 
mental 
learning. 
One girl in particular is 
a problem; she is so full of mischief 
that they have to threaten to send 
her away, then she is good for 
a 
while. 
She can crow like a rooster, 
which she does mast of the 
time 
and at the most unexpected times. 
She can carry water, which she begs 
to do, so she won’t get sent home. 
On one room the very small chil­ 
dren are taught to write and play 
by a blind teacher. 
Three of them 
sang for us; it was almast too much. 
Apparently they are happy but one 
cannot help but think of the years 
and years ahead of them; it is most 
pathetic as we realize that mast of 
the blindness in China is prevent­ 
able; most of it being caused by filth 
and ignorance. 
Part of the great 
work of the missionaries is to edu­ 
cate them to prevention and teach 
th^pi about Christ, that they may 
have light in their souls. 
Just how much 
this 
means 
Is , 
shown in the life of a blind girl in 
Hoihow, who was educated at this 
school. 
She plays the organ 
for 
Christian endeavor and is the Bible 
woman in the hospital, and a tire­ 
less worker in Christian work.

we got there, but we learned a lot 
of news in a very short time. 
They learned at the 
office 
of 
Shanghai that we were in 
Hong 
Kong and where to get us, which 
was mighty good of the 
Shanghai, 
people, don’t you think? 
The trip back to the Island was : 
fine; we came on the same boat 
that we went on. but what a differ- ! 
ent sea; we enjoyed every meal and 
were able to stay on deck mast o f . 
the time. 
Rumors of a typhoon ! 
caused us to wonder 
if 
landing 
would be bad, but again we were in 
luck. 
We reached 'th e island at 
about two o’clock and had plenty of 
tide to get in to shore and lots of 
folks to meet us. 
Really it was just 
like getting home again. 
We stay­ 
ed ail night at the port and started 
the next morning for Nodoa, as you 
knowr this is where we are to live 
for the next four years and we were 
anxious to see the place. 
We found 
the road very poor and full of de- | 
tours. 
We stopped for lunch and 
made the trip of forty miles 
in 
nine hours. 
Very hot weather and ; 
j dusty roads made us thankful for 
j the hot baths that awaited us. 
The compound here is lovely, lots 
of trees, and all, but I will have to | 
tell you about that later.
